the n e w ly coined phrase with which Dean W. T. Sumner of Chicago de­ 
scribes the attempt of pastors to attract attention through violent 
ser­ 
mons and spectacular crusados. 
It seems too, destined to stick as a cle­ 
ver addition to American slangology. 
Dean Sumner knows whereof he speaks. 
He is pastor of the Cathe­ 
dral of St. Peter and St. Paul in tilt1 heart of Chicago's notorious "Levee 
district,” and he does not relish the attacks Chicago ministers are mak­ 
ing on prevailing methods of handling these fallen women. Out of these 
attacks has come Dean Sumner’s new phrase, “ the yellow pulpit.” 
“ Vice should be segregated.” he declares. 
“ As an evidence Chica­ 
go’s levee is quieter and more orderly than before in years.” 
He wants people who seek to handle this perplexing 
problems 
to 
know what they are talking about, and above all he sa y s he 
devoutly 
hopes a “ yellow pulpit" is not to be born. 
The direct cause of the prevail­ 
ing situation is that Rev. Dr. Bartlett of 
the 
First 
Congregational 
church is preaching a series of sermons intended to arouse 
popular 
movement against the levee district. 
Dean Sumner has worked long among the fallen of Chicago’s tough­ 
est quarter and he says that as long as the levee exists he will consider 
it a privilege to work among th© fallen and administer to their wants.

an interview on the subject of President Roosevelt’s
